MONTY'S LUCKY ESCAPE

A TOP British fencing coach has 
been found guilty of sexual offences 
against a teenage girl he coached. 

A jury of six men and six women voted 11 to 
1 to find Paul Romang, 59, guilty of using a posi¬ 
tion of trust, as a coach at Canterbury Fencing 
Club, to indecently assault the 16-year-old. 

During the six-day hearing the jury heard 
from two other witnesses who gave details of 
Romang’s inappropriate behaviour while he 
was a coach. 

Canterbury Crown Court heard Romang, of 
Grange Way, Broadstairs, attempted to luss 
the girl while she was in his car. 

But matters came to a head when she stayed 
at his home. The coach knocked on the girl’s 
bedroom door at 4am and told her she needed 
a massage for her back. 

He attempted to take her bra off, rubbed 
lotion on his hands and pulled down her bot¬ 
tom clothing before rubbing her buttocks. 

He then touched her breasts and the girl 
said she felt him breathing heavily. 

The jury watched a video of the girl telling a 
police officer what had happed. 

“He had a candle. He said I needed a mas¬ 
sage because my back was a funny shape. He 
told me to take my pyjama top off, but I just 
lifted it up. 

“He tried to undo my bra, but only got one of 
the hooks undone. He then had Ids thumbs 
under my trousers and knickers and began to 
massage my bum. 

“I suppose I got scared and told him he was 
supposed to be massaging my back. I guess it

Getting rid of 
bad tenants too 
hard, says MP

THE law should change to 
make it easier for councils 
to evict bad tenants, says 
MP for Canterbury and 
Whitstable Julian Brazier. 

He has written to housing minis¬ 
ter Grant Shapps and work and 
pensions minister Theresa May 
about what he calls “the ridiculous 
expense and stress involved in 
evicting problem tenants”. 

Mr Brazier said: “It seems strange 
we should confer security of tenure, 
on one group of people, most of 
whom today are unemployed, when 
such security ended a generation 
ago for those who have bettered 
themselves a little and are depend¬ 
ent on private renting. 

“I had a recent constituency case 
involving two sisters. One was 
hard-working with a hard-working 
partner, both on modest incomes, 
but was denied social housing. 

“The second has never worked 
and was given a flat for life. Both 
cases stemmed from a correct inter¬ 
pretation of housing law.” 

Mr Brazier has also said it should 
be easier for councils to evict prob¬ 
lem tenants. He said: “My postbag 
and surgeries contain many cases of 
families whose lives are being 
ruined by neighbours. 

“They keep them awake at night 
with noise, throw excrement over 
the wall, allow their children to ter¬ 
rorise other children and allow 
their property to become a slum. 

“The law makes tackling the prob¬ 
lem expensive, traumatic and 
lengthy for the victims and fre¬ 
quently frustrated by the courts.” 

Mr Brazier said councils have to 
fill in long forms, go through expen¬ 



sive procedures and court hearings. 

He instead advocates a short tri¬ 
bunal chaired by a magistrate with 
two councillors. 

He said: “The law should be rebal¬ 
anced to put the interests of the 
wider community before that of the 
problem family. 

“One successful eviction usually 
results in a marked improvement 
by others offending in the area, so I 
believe this reform would lead to a 
few exemplary evictions.” 

The Department for Commun¬ 
ities and Local Government said it 
had received the letter and would 
be responding shortly. 

A spokesman for the department 
said: “Anti-social behaviour can 
damage quality of life for residents 
and can have a negative impact on 
neighbourhoods and communities. 

“We recognise it is important to 
ensure that, when eviction is used, 
the process works efficiently and 
quickly. We are looking at how best 
to make this happen.” 

Canterbury council’s head of 
housing said it would be inappropri¬ 
ate for them to comment on changes 
to tenancy matters.

A ROBBER who brandished a hock¬ 
ey stick at a Canterbury newsagent 
may have been sitting outside the 
shop for 30 minutes before he struck. 

The man, aged between 18 and 20, 
went into the St Stephen’s Road shop 
at 4.30pm. He was wearing a black, 
nylon tracksuit top with white 
stripes and black tracksuit trousers 
and may have been outside from 4pm 
on Monday, October 18. 

He chose a DVD and then went to 
the counter with the hockey stick. A 
woman tried to disarm him by grab¬ 
bing the stick, but he pushed her 
away and stole cash and cheques 
from the till. 

Police believe he was with another 
man who entered the shop while the 
robber was at the counter. Both left 
together.

Cheap imports threaten orchards 


KENT is in danger of losing its 
Garden of England tag as orchard 
land continues to disappear. 

A new report from the Campaign 
for the Protection of Rural England 
has highlighted the national worries. 

In the last decade the UK has lost 
31 per cent of its apple orchard land; 
in the last 25 years more than half 
our orchards have disappeared. 

And it is just as bad in Kent. 

Common Ground said: “Since the 
60s, Kent lost 80 per cent of its 
orchard land. The reason so many 
have been lost is because the eco¬ 
nomics haven’t been working, 
because so many superstores have 
been buying the cheapest, and 
importing them from Chile, South 
Africa, Australia and New Zealand at 
the height of our season. 

“Kent has been seriously affected.”

But she also blames growers for not 
supplying the apples people buy in 
supermarkets. “It’s a lack of will and 
imagination,” Sue said. 

She said a step towards the solu¬ 
tion is people supporting producers 
by buying direct from farm shops. 

Farms can hold Apple Days, and 
Community Orchards can supply 
residents with a local product. 


One community orchard is No 
Man’s Orchard, bought in 1996 by 
Chartham and Harbledown Parish 
Councils for about £11,000. 

It is run by the Kentish Stour 
Countryside Partnership. Manager 
John Shelton said: “Income comes 
from the government, plus some 
other bodies, We also run an adopt a 
tree scheme, which allows people to 
pay about £50 for a tree during its 
natural life. 

“That allows them to come in and 
pick the apples from their tree, while 
we maintain the orchard.” 

Graeme Willis, Local Food 
Campaigner for CPRE, said: “The 
rate at which we have lost apple 
orchards is crazy. We have one of the 
best climates for growing apples yet 
we are importing most of the apples 
we eat.” 
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Cat shot by airgun yobs 
lucky not to lose sight'

A DISTRESSED family took their 
injured pet cat to the vet, only to 
find out it had been shot in the head 
with an air rifle. 

Julie Simpson, a teacher from Barham, found 
her cat Monty with a lump on his head on 
Wednesday evening. She thought he had been 
in a fight, so took him to have medical treat¬ 
ment, but then found out Monty had a bullet 
embedded in his skull. 

Mother-of-three Mrs Simpson said: “He is 
lucky to be alive. We are all really upset and 
absolutely disgusted someone could do this. 

“He likes roaming around the fields behind 
our house where he hunts rabbits. I can’t keep 
him in, because he is an outdoor cat. 

“I got home and noticed he had a lump on his 
head. I thought he had been in a fight, so I took 
him to the vets but they said he had actually 
been shot.” 

Luckily, Monty will make a full recovery. Vet 
Cate Brothwell, who treated Monty at Bourne 
Veterinary Practice, said: “The pellet went 
under the skin next to the skull, but because 
cat skulls are quite thick, it has stayed outside 
the skull. Otherwise it could have done a lot of 
damage. 

“It was very lucky, and the cat is fine and is 
going to make a full recovery. But the area 
where the pellet went it was only 2cm away 


from one of the eyes, so if it had been any clos¬ 
er he would have lost an eye. 

“He is a very sweet little cat. We have 
removed the pellet and he will be fine, but it 
could have been a very nasty injury.” 

Mrs Simpson has reported the shooting to the 
police and the RSPCA. The family lives on a 
quiet country lane, but they have already had 
three cats killed - two by cars and one by a 
neighbour’s dogs. 

The RSPCA said they received 93 calls about 
airgun attacks on cats in the first six months of 


the year, but believes the real number of cases 
may be much higher, as many injured animals 
look for hidden areas to die and so are not 
found. 

The RSPCA’s chief veterinary officer Steve 
Cheetham, said: “Unfortunately, we do see far 
too many cases of injuries inflicted by air guns 
every year. 

“Many of these injuries are fatal, but even 
those animals who are lucky enough to survive 
can have their quality of life significantly 
reduced.”

A STABBING in Heme Bay left a man 
in hospital this weekend. 

The 26 year old, who lives in the town, 
was taken to the Queen Elizabeth the 
Queen Mother Hospital in Margate for 
treatment to a stab wound in his leg, but 
was allowed to go home next day. 

Two men, aged 23 and 24, were arrest¬ 
ed after the attack in Cavendish Road 
and have been released on bail. 

Police found the victim in the early 
hours of Saturday morning and believe 
the three may have been drinking 
together in the Victoria Park area. 

Cars in the Cavendish Road area have 
been kicked and had wing mirrors bro¬ 
ken, and police believe this is connected 
to the assault.

Police would like to 
speak to a man in a black coat who tried 
to chase him.

Action to halt 
rise in crime 


Jail for solicitor who 
swindled his clients 


RECORDED crime levels rose 
marginally in the third quarter of 
this year. 

From June 2009 to June 2010, 
crime levels fell by 8.1 per cent, but 
that trend has not continued. Since 
June, recorded crimes have gone 
up by 1.3 per cent. 

The recorded levels include the 
Canterbury area as well as Thanet, 
and police have said the 7.3 per 
cent rise in burglary during the 
period relates mostly to that area. 

Serious sexual offences, burglary, 
car crime, theft, criminal damage 
and property crime all rose mar¬ 
ginally, but violent crimes, fraud 
and dmg offences all fell. 

A police spokesman said: “In an 
effort to curb the rise in burglary 
being experienced in east Kent a 
team of officers have been working 
alongside specialist departments to 
dismpt criminals involved in bur¬ 
glary and vehicle theft. 

“They have had a number of pos¬ 
itive results where prolific burglars 
have been arrested, charged and 
put before the court.” 

DI Nick Greenan said: “This 
team provides an additional tacti¬ 
cal resource to the east Kent offi¬ 
cers and forms part of an ongoing 
drive to combat burglary and vehi¬ 
cle crime in the area. 

‘We are confident that, with the 
support of residents, we can buck 
this trend and reduce burglary.” 


A SOLICITOR who stole almost 
£250,000 from clients will spend five 
years in prison. 

Derek Speed, 58, of Dextor Close, 
Canterbury, had opened a bank 
account in the name of Martin Smith 
and used a fake ID to steal money 
and shares from his customers. 

He took more than £200,000 from 
a probate account - money belonging 
to someone who had died. The per¬ 
son’s will had stipulated the funds 
and shares were supposed to be 
given to local and national charities. 

The rest of the money came from 
using his position to write cheques 
from clients to himself and charging 
customers twice for the same serv¬ 
ice. 

Speed’s fraudulent activities came 
to light when he was on holiday in 
Romania in 2009. A person repeated¬ 
ly called the practice where he 
worked, in Staplehurst, complaining 
about Speed’s alias. 

The solicitor tried to pretend 
Smith was a financial advisor, but 
was suspended from his post when 
he could not give a landline phone 
number for the fictional man. 

Speed pleaded guilty on Friday, 
September 17, and was sentenced on 
Friday, October 22.

Essex Serious Crime Directorate 
said: “Speed abused his position as a 
solicitor and deceived his employer. 

“He showed a level of premedita¬ 
tion and planning that was calculat¬ 
ed to deceive those around him. 

“The fact he stole money destined 
for a charity such as the RNLI 
makes this even more deplorable. 

“The inquiry was complex, as he 
had invented two fake identities 
himself. The effect of his crimes will 
be felt by the witnesses long after 
today’s sentencing.”

Guests travel 
to Kent to eat 
Essex oysters 


TWO oyster companies are 
involved in a spat over a contract 
to serve up the aphrodisiac treats 
on the Orient Express. 

Producers based at ‘the home of the British 
oyster’, Whitstable in Kent are fuming after 
guests on the £250-a-time trip on the famous 
train disembark at the seaside town only to 
be fed oysters from Essex. 

Guests on board the 1920s train at Victoria 
station in London are treated to a five-course 
lunch on board before a 15-minute stop off in 
Whitstable for oysters and Champagne. 

But after discovering the oysters served up 
to guests with lemon or red wine shallot 
vinegar are from Essex, bosses at the 
Whitstable Oyster Fishery vented their 
anger this week. 

James Green, development manager of 
Whitstable Oyster Fishery, said he was ‘furi¬ 
ous’ his company was not asked to serve up 
the oysters on their own turf. 

He said: “It would have been nice to have 
been given the opportunity to provide 
Whitstable oysters in Whitstable. 

“Surely that’s the whole point of the train 
stopping here? 

“I am sure most of the people are under the 
impression they are eating Whitstable oys¬ 
ters when they stop here.

“It just doesn’t make sense.” 

But Graham Larkin, the boss of the Essex- 
based Colchester Oyster Fishery, said: “We 
already supply other products to the Orient 
Express. 

“They asked us if we would supply oysters 
at Whitstable station after two local compa¬ 
nies turned them down, so we got this com¬ 
mission by default.” 

A spokesman for the Orient Express 
British Pullman confirmed the oysters were 
provided by the Colchester Oyster Fishery 
and said it was aware of the spat between the 
two companies. 

Whitstable began life as Britain’s most 
famous producer of oysters after Romans col¬ 
lected the shellfish from the seaside town. 

Local Darren Groom, 45, said: “If you pay 
all that money to go on a train and the only 
stop-off is at Whitstable, you would expect to 
be served Whitstable oysters. 

“The last thing you would think you were 
getting was oysters from Essex. 

“It’s a disgrace really - I’d certainly feel 
hard done by if I was on the Orient Express. 

“It’s like people stopping off in Edinburgh 
and being served haggis from Norfolk - total¬ 
ly ridiculous.”

A POLICE officer’s fingers were broken as he 
tried to rip the keys from the ignition of a car.

The victim’s card details had been 
used to pay for services on a university 
course work resource website and on an 
online psychic site. 

Hellen Chomba, 37, of Maryon Road, 
Charlton, London, has been charged 
with three counts of fraud by false repre¬ 
sentation. She is due before Canterbury 
magistrates on Wednesday, October 27. 


A UNION has slammed 
Canterbury, Thanet and Dover 
councils over their plans to change 
workers’ rights for their shared 
services initiative. 

As part of a cost-cutting exercise the three 
councils plan to amalgamate some services, 
such as administering their housing stock and 
IT, so they do not have to duplicate jobs. 

But union GMB has said negotiations over 
the changes have become deadlocked. The 
union has said the three councils want to cut 
redundancy pay and benefits for when workers 
have to relocate by up to 75 per cent. It says 
1,600 employees will be affected. 

Brian Skipper, GMB’s regional officer, said: 
“The meetings with the three chief executives 
have now reached deadlock. 

“The councils are threatening more redun¬ 
dancies, and to dismiss staff and re-engage 
them on a new contract if the unions do not 
agree to the cuts. 

“These cuts are outrageous. These benefits

have taken the workforce years to acquire. 
GMB is advising members to stand firm and 
fight these changes. They are advised to agree 
to nothing and not to sign any documents. We 
will not roll over.” 

But public sector workers’ union Unison were 
less unhappy about the plans. 

Simon Bolton, a spokesman for Unison, said: 
“Shared Services are the council’s response to 
try and cut costs, and they are doing it for a rea¬ 
son. They now need to save 27 per cent of their 
budget in the context of the cuts. 

“Most councils in Kent, and Canterbury is 
probably an exception, are far too small. They 
don’t have the revenue stream and the 
resources to deliver the services. In the circum¬ 
stances, they are doing what they need to try 
and do. 

“We are not very happy about it, but we will 
try and preserve jobs and pay as best we can.” 

A spokesman for the three councils involved 
in the talks said: “The councils are surprised

and saddened GMB has chosen to make this 
issue public at this point. 

“The negotiations are still ongoing and we do 
not believe they are deadlocked. The meetings 
we have had to date with both GMB and 
Unison have been fruitful and amicable. 

“At the end of the last talks, the unions agreed 
to put our proposals to their members. They 
said they were unable to recommend them, but 
there was no talk of deadlock. 

‘We are working hard to try and reach an 
agreed position with both unions and we take 
the views of our staff very seriously. 

“What we are proposing is designed to reduce 
costs and safeguard as many jobs as possible, 
although we accept there will have to be some 
job losses. 

We are encouraged by the level of under¬ 
standing from our staff, whether members of 
the unions or not.”

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How did you first get involved in the Green movement?

A in 1996, Sainsbury’s wanted to build a mas¬ 
sive hypermarket smack bang in the centre 
of Brighton, and it struck me as a truly awful 
idea. I thought the land could be put to much 
better use than simply providing yet another 
place from which to buy baked beans. Certainly 
the new Labour-controlled council weren’t look¬ 
ing after the interests of local people when they 
failed to direct development towards more 
human-scale projects. So, with my children as 
older teenagers, and after earning a living work¬ 
ing for myself, I took my first steps into commu¬ 
nity activism. Working alongside the communi¬ 
ty, we succeeded in getting Sainsbury’s thrown 
out. I was then invited to join the Green Party 
and stand as a city councillor in Brighton and 
Hove - and was subsequently elected in 1999. 
Since then, things have progressed dramatical¬ 
ly; support for Green ideas has grown and the 
party’s membership has increased. Now I’m a 
Member of the European Parliament, repre¬ 
senting 11 million people in the South East of 
England. 


Q What are the most important environmental issues 
affecting Kent and the South East? 

People in Kent and the South East face a 
number of environmental challenges. I think 
the most important are air pollution, a shortage 
of natural resources, climate change and rising 
sea levels, and unsustainable, poorly insulated 


housing. The consequences of the South East 
being the economic powerhouse of the UK have 
been too many new roads, too many airport run¬ 
ways and too much overdevelopment in general. 
I think conservation is a key issue for many peo¬ 
ple - protecting our natural habitats and 
wildlife for future generations. 

Q Do you think your position in the European Parliament 
has more influence on environmental issues than if you 
were an MP in Westminster? 

A Yes, I think so. It’s certainly true that much 
of the UKs environmental legislation is 
directly related to EU law. As a member of the 
European Parliament’s fourth largest political 
grouping, the Greens-EFA Group, I have a real 
opportunity to influence environmental law - as 
well as working on policy across a huge range of 
areas such as GM food, international trade and 
human rights. Democracy in the EU institutions 
doesn’t always work as well as it should, but 
when it comes to the environment, joined-up 
thinking and collective action is crucial. 

Q What are your thoughts on the possibility of building a 
new nuclear power station at Dungeness? Locally, some 
people would welcome the new jobs. 

A I oppose the idea of a new nuclear facility at 
Dungeness on the grounds of safety and cost. 
The Greens have always been clear on this: 
nuclear is unsafe and incredibly expensive - and 
certainly not the solution to our energy needs or 
to climate change. Even aside from the concerns 


about the safety and security of nuclear facilities 
like Dungeness - which evidence has shown are 
highly justified - the cost of decommissioning 
and dealing with nuclear waste is breathtaking. 
We can create more jobs in green industries, but 
the Government needs to seize the low carbon 
opportunities now. Just look at the new offshore 
wind farm at Thanet. We need to see far more 
investment in those kinds of clean energy proj¬ 
ects. 

Q Can the conflicts between business and being green be 
resolved? 

A Yes, of course - they have to be! The percep¬ 
tion that Greens are anti-business is just 
plain wrong. We want more support for inde¬ 
pendent traders, small businesses and entrepre¬ 
neurs. There are so many commercial opportu¬ 
nities in creating a low-carbon economy. We 
need to work alongside industry and commerce 
and use regulatoiy powers effectively to channel 
investment into the right places. The Green 
Party has long called for a Green New Deal - a 
revolutionary investment programme to create 
millions of new jobs in sectors like renewable 
energy, energy efficiency and emerging green 
technologies. The Greens want public money to 
be used for the good - not to bail out irresponsi¬ 
ble bankers and prop up a fundamentally cor¬ 
rupt financial system. We want to create a soci¬ 
ety that is both fair, with a living wage for all 
and progressive taxes, and environmentally sus¬ 
tainable.

In a letter to the council, he said: “I read on 
your website there are only areas for motorcy¬ 
cles in most of your car parks - not all. Why this 
should not be the case for a large car park next

to the main city train station I have no idea. 

“There was no signage at the car park to say 
I could not park my motorcycle free of charge, 
which would be a reasonable assumption given 
any car park I have ever used in Canterbury 
has allowed motorcycles to park without 
charge. 

“To add to my surprise at receiving a penalty 
notice, the notice itself was stuck around the 
throttle handle. It took a reasonable amount of 
peeling and pulling to remove the notice, which 
left a layer of glue around the throttle. 

“There was a perfectly good windscreen to 
use, why the throttle?! As I am sure you can 
imagine, glue on a throttle is not particularly 
welcome. It is dangerous, and I will now have to 
spend time ensuring it is all removed so an 
accident does not occur whilst riding.”

A DEPARTMENT at the University 
of Kent managed to reduce its C02 
emissions by the amount that 
would fill 450 double-decker busses 
this year.

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A rich online tapestry of history

HISTORIC documents containing 
centuries-old information on 
Kentish towns have been made 
available for the first time on the 
internet. 

Developed by technology experts at the 
National Archives, the interactive Domesday 
Book contains all the data collected as part 
of William the Conqueror’s great survey of 
England in 1086. 

Visitors to the website can input their post¬ 
code and discover the original names and 
landowners of some of Kent’s biggest towns, 
including Meddestone (Maidstone), 
Fulchestan (Folkestone) and Favreshant 
(Faversham). They can also purchase indi¬ 
vidual pages of the Latin book, along with an 
English translation, for £2 a time. 

In addition, the new resource has been tied 
in with the UK History Photo Finder, which 
enables visitors to view more than 14,000 
photographs taken by J Dixon Scott in the 
1920s and 1940s. 

“The site enables us to experiment with 
innovative features that can open up our 
records in new ways to a wider audience,”

said technology director David Thomas. 

“The Domesday Book is unique. There’s 
nothing else like it in the world from that 
date. It’s one of our oldest records, but 
thanks to technology we’ve made all of its 
rich history available to anyone online. 

“It provides a detailed survey for most of 
the country and tells us a lot about the land¬ 
lord structure and feudal laws, as well as 
local ecology, farming, woodland and so on.” 

Mr Thomas added: “There’s a strong inter¬ 
est in local history and now we can access a 


Olympics to hijack high-speed lines 


HIGH-speed train services could be derailed 
during the 2012 Olympics when organisers 
of the Games take control of the Kent 
timetable. 

As part of its franchise agreement with the 
Government, rail operator Southeastern will 
give up use of the 140mph bullet trains so 
they can instead be used to ferry spectators 
between St Pancras, Stratford near the 
Olympic park, and Ebbsfleet International. 

The move could cause severe disruption for 
other commuters throughout the event as 
well as hinder Kent’s ability to add to the six 
Olympic and Paralympic teams already 
signed up to hold pre-Games training camps 
in the county. 

“It seems rather perverse for the Olympic 
Delivery Authority (ODA) to be able to take 
the high-speed service over, especially when 
we already have teams starting to locate in 
Kent,” said North Thanet MP Roger Gale. 

The opening ceremony of the London 
Olympics will take place on July 12, 2012, 
with the Games starting the following morn¬ 


ing and lasting for 17 days. There will then 
be a 16-day interlude before the 11-day 
Paralympics begin on August 29. 

Southeastern trains will be removed from 
regular service throughout the course of the 
Games but a final timetable is not expected 
until early next year. 

Spokesman Jon Hay-Campbell said the 
rail operator will look to provide passengers 
with a “reasonable and appropriate” form of 
compensation in the event that high-speed 
services in Kent are severely disrupted. 

He added: “There is a risk the ODA will 
want to use all of the trains the whole time 
the Olympics are on. 

“It’s the worst-case scenario but if there are 
no trains at all then we would have to look at 
if we can provide compensation.” 

Tunde Olatunji - Kent manager for the rail 
watchdog Passenger Focus - said: “We have 
raised the issue of compensation for passen¬ 
gers affected and expect to have further dis¬ 
cussions with Southeastern once we know 
what the new timetable will look like.” 


Otter revival bypasses busy Kent 


KENT has been singled out as the worst 
place in the UK for otters to thrive. 

Blame has been put on the density of devel¬ 
opment and growth in the 
county, creating too many dan¬ 
gerous road and rail crossings. 

That’s the claim from the 
Environment Agency, which 
has found the once-endangered 
otter is now found in decent 
numbers in every English 
county except Kent. 

Otters almost disappeared in 
the 1970s after pesticides 
brought their numbers to near 
extinction levels. With those 
chemicals now banned, they 
are thriving once again in 
rivers across England. 

Tom Reid, a technical special¬ 
ist on the agency’s fisheries, 
recreation and biodiversity 
team, said: “There is a sugges¬ 
tion there are otters in the River Medway, 
but the population is so small it is probably 
not sustainable. But there have been no 
sightings for three years. We have had no 
sightings on the River Stour for some time.” 


Mr Reid said movement is the main prob¬ 
lem in Kent because of the many road and 
rail crossings over rivers. Young otters need 
to move on to find their own 
homes, and are being killed en 
route, he said. 

“A solution would be to install 
safe crossings for otters when 
new development is taking 
place. We have fantastic water 
quality and good fish popula¬ 
tions, so there is nothing wrong 
with the environment, it’s just 
the problems they have reach¬ 
ing these areas.” 

Jon Bramley, of the Kent 
Mammal Group, said: “It really 
is down to having money avail¬ 
able to pay for these crossings. 

“In some cases it would be 
quite easy to drill tunnels 
under roads and put a pipe in. 
It doesn’t disrupt the road, and 
provides a relatively simply way for otters to 
get across. 

“But it is down to a lack of finances. 
Perhaps it will improve in future, but that is 
the situation we find ourselves in now.”

big part of it at the touch of a button. We can also 
refine our searches if we want to find out all the 
places with Viking names, all the places named 
after animals and so on. 

“Making the book available online brings it to 
many more people and makes it much more 
accessible.” 

Meanwhile, the accompanying photographs by 
J Dixon Scott were captured during the course of 
his tours of the UK. 

He took thousands of snapshots of landscapes, 
towns and people, building a portrait of British 
life in the inter-war years. The vast collection 
includes many pictures taken of historic land¬ 
marks in Kent, including Chatham Dockyard.

There's no power to Ukip 
Farage's power argument 

Chris Huhne said the opposite to what Nigel 
Farage quotes. He has promised that the 
lights will not go out on his watch. In actual 
fact we used seven per cent less electricity 
in 2009 as in 2005, so with the gas-fired 
and biomass stations and wind underway, 
the generating margin is improved. 

Farage ought to know that EdF in France 
is in financial meltdown as its tariffs are 
unable to support an upgrading or 
replacement programme for 48 of its 58 
reactors. As France is 76 per cent 
dependent on nuclear electricity quite a 
few of its lights will soon go out. 

But the real energy problem is the passing 
of a global peak in oil production last year, 
which will decimate vehicle and aircraft 
manufacturing and empty the roads and 
skies. So electricity requirements will fall 
further with less need of road and runway 
lighting. It will be impossible to run road 
and air transport on batteries or hydrogen, 
so building more nuclear is not an answer. 
Nigel Farage has not understood the actual 
problem.

Nigel's thinking needs 
definite winds of change 

As usual Nigel Farage’s thinking on wind 
power is very selective, inaccurate and/or ill 
informed, and as for climate change, I 
suggest that he gets his information from 
more reliable sources and tells the whole 
story when quoting the ones he uses. 

Wind energy is one of the cleanest, safest 
and most cost-effective forms of energy 
available. Offshore is of course more 
expensive, but the simple answer is to stop 
opposing onshore wind farms. Of course, it is 
not perfect, but as part of a total renewables 
package it’s exactly what we need, as has 
been well established by Denmark. Also, we 
can build the equivalent capacity as a 
nuclear power station in wind power far 
more quickly and far more cheaply onshore. 


It has been estimated that the average UK 
onshore wind farm will pay back the energy 
used in its manufacture within around six 
months. Throughout its working life, a wind 
turbine can produce eighty times the amount 
of energy needed to make it. And most of the 
metal work can be recycled. A modem wind 
turbine is designed to operate for 20+ years 
and, unlike coal or nuclear power stations, 
can be quickly dismantled and the area 
restored at low financial and environmental 
cost. Only the concrete bases below ground 
level would remain. 

The UK’s transmission system already 
operates with a significant amount of back¬ 
up in order to manage the instantaneous loss 
of power from large power stations. Coal, gas 
and nuclear plants can and do suffer from 
unexpected ‘outages’ when they must be shut 
down, often at short notice and sometimes for 
long periods (Both Kingsnorth and 
Dungeness have been operating at reduced 
capacity recently). This is much more difficult 
to deal with than the variability of wind 
power, as they operate on a much larger 
scale. At present levels, variations in the 
output from wind farms are barely noticeable 
over and above the normal fluctuations in 
supply and demand. 

Accommodating significant amounts of wind 
capacity on the electricity system is not likely 
to pose any major operational challenge. This 
view has been confirmed by the National Grid 
Company and by a comprehensive report 
commissioned by the Carbon Trust. 

Wind turbines in the UK generate, on 
average, 27 per cent of their theoretical 
maximum output, as compared to 53 per cent 
for conventional power stations. This is 
known as its load (or capacity) factor and is 
sometimes confused with the amount of time 
a wind turbine operates for. A typical wind 
turbine in the UK will, in fact, generate some 
electricity for 80 to 85 per cent of the time. 

Load factor is also sometimes confused with 
the efficiency of a wind turbine. The efficiency 
of a conventional generator is the delivered 
energy expressed as a percentage of the total 
energy input. As the fuel source, wind is 
limitless and free and does not emit 
pollutants, the traditional concept of 
efficiency is far less relevant. Efficiency is 
important if the fuel is expensive. Coal and 
gas power stations are about 36 per cent and 
55 per cent efficient respectively. 

Wind power delivers around two and a half 
times as much electricity during periods of 
high electricity demand, such as in the 
winter, as during periods of low demand. 

Onshore wind does not receive government 
subsidies. Renewable electricity output, from 
whatever technology, receives a Renewable 
Obligation payment in acknowledgement of 
its clean, low carbon output which is paid via 
consumer bills. Opponents of wind energy 
seem far less concerned about the larger 
subsidies given to fossil fuels. According to 
the New Economics Foundation report, ‘Up In 
Smoke’ (2004), industrialised countries 
(OECD) provided a subsidy of $73 billion a 
year to their fossil fuel industries in the 
1990s, with a further $162 billion subsidising 
fossil fuels in non-OECD countries. 

Nuclear power has received huge subsidies 
over the years and now British taxpayers 
have to fork out over £70 billion to 
decommission existing nuclear power 
stations and deal with toxic wastes. 

“During last winter, that coldest of cold 
snaps, according to official statistics”. This 
statement is rather myopic, as it relates only to 
the UK and parts of Europe. Taking the world 
as a whole the temperatures in the spring were 
above normal. You can check with NASA. 

The people who could have been employed at 
Dungeness C could very easily be employed in 
renewable energy. Up to a million such jobs 
could be created in the UK. It’s all been fully 
costed by the Green Party.

I t is estimated that more than 
20 percent of the UK’s dog 
population suffers from a 
fear of loud noises, ranging from 
mild to severe. 

With the ever increasing popu¬ 
larity of fireworks not just for 
Bonfire night but for many other 
celebrations throughout the year, 
this can be a real problem for 
owners and their pets to deal 
with. 

It is well documented that a 
dog’s hearing is not only more 
sensitive than the average 
human but they are also able to 
hear a wider range of sounds, 
including both higher and lower 
frequency levels. 

When our dogs hear certain 
sounds, the brain instantly 
process them to determine 
whether they might signal dan¬ 
ger. Often these sounds are dis¬ 
missed as “safe” if the dog has 
experienced them many times 
before or if he is able to link them 
with a visual stimulus. For exam¬ 
ple, the first time a puppy hears 
a car engine he may be fearful 
but after hearing and seeing cars 
on many occasions he will usual¬ 
ly learn to tolerate them. 


Treatment of noise phobic dogs 
is usually a fairly straightforward 
procedure but does require 
patience and understanding. It is 
also a gradual process and is like¬ 
ly to take some weeks or 
months. This is not a procedure 
to start on 1st November! 

DAP (dog appeasing 
pheromone) is now readily avail¬ 
able in diffuser, pump spray or 
even collar form. These may 
help the dog feel more secure 
and less anxious during both 
training and the whole firework 
season. If using a diffuser, plug it 
in near the dog’s “safe” place.

Top 10 tips for keeping pets 
happy on Bonfire night 

1. Start preparations early; do 
not wait for your pet to become 
distressed. It is always easier to 
keep an animal happy than to 
calm a stressed one. Make sure 
that your dog has the opportunity 
to relieve himself early in the 
evening so that you do not have 
to take him outside during the 
noisiest part of the night. 

2 . Close curtains and put the 
lights on to reduce the associated 
visual flashes. 

3. Turn the television up or play 
music to disguise the noise from 
outside. Classical music tends to 
be particularly successful in 
keeping dogs calm! 

4. Provide a “den” or safe place 
for your pet to retreat to; this 
may be his crate, behind the sofa 
or even your bedroom 

5. Engage dogs in energetic exer¬ 
cises throughout the day so that 
they are physically tired and 
more likely to relax come 
evening. 

6. Stuffed food toys or chews 
may provide a useful distraction 
from the noise 

7. Use herbal remedies or a DAP 
to help your pet stay calm. 

8. Be calm yourself. Pets (partic¬ 
ularly dogs) look to their owner 
for direction; 

if the owner is stressed, the pet is 
more likely to be stressed. 

9. Try to keep to your pet’s usual 
routine as much as possible, 
familiarity tends to improve con¬ 
fidence. 

10. Work on a behaviour modifi¬ 
cation programme for your pet so 
that next year he can cope even 
better!

LOCAL businesses have been urged 
to support the Government’s Big 
Society idea by playing a more 
active role in community life. 

Digital marketing specialist Jonnie Jensen 
says companies should take a leaf out of their 
American counterparts’ book by organising pub¬ 
lic events and contributing to good causes, thus 
raising their profile among potential customers. 

Mr Jensen - who owns the Tmandi social 
media marketing firm - is taking part in a panel 
discussion on the subject at Archant KOS 
Media’s Business Week Live event on 
Wednesday, November 10, at the County 
Showground, Detling, near Maidstone. 

He said: “Social responsibility is something of 
a buzzword but it’s an element of people’s mar¬ 
keting activity that has become increasingly 
important. As far as what I think the Big Society 
should be about, larger companies are already 
getting involved, such as Tesco giving tokens for 
books for schools, computers and so on. 

“But that needs to start coming down to small 
and medium-size businesses too; not because it’s 
a nice thing for them to do but because they 
need to do something that gets them recognised 
by their target audience. 

“But it needs to be in some way relevant to 
whatever the company is trying to sell. For 
example, it’s not going to work if you’ve got a 
morbidly obese businessman promoting healthy 
eating or sports in the community.” 

Prime Minister David Cameron launched the 


Big Society idea in July, saying he wanted to 
empower communities by allowing residents to 
have more say in how local decisions are made. 

Examples include taking over the running of 
post offices and libraries, or forming committees 
to decide on local housing targets. 

As well as encouraging greater volunteering 
and philanthropy, Mr Cameron has also con¬ 
firmed plans to use funds stuck in dormant 
bank and building society accounts to enable 
charities, social enterprises and voluntary 
groups to take over the running of public servic¬ 
es. Mr Jensen reiterated his belief that small 


and medium-sized firms should take full advan¬ 
tage of the new strategy. 

He said: “I think we are a way down the line 
from the average guy in the street saying, Yes, I 
think local businesses should give something 
back to the community.’ 

“But I’ve spent a lot of time in America and 
they organise events like food drives and street 
cleans all the time. It’s not such an alien concept 
over there, but they don’t call it Big Society - 
they call it clever marketing.”

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Glittering script and strong cast 
is an easy lesson in teenage angst

EVERY generation has portraits of 
adolescent angst which perfectly 
encapsulate the teenage experience 
in a language that speaks loud and 
clear to audiences of the era. 

In the 1970s it was The Last Picture Show 
and American Graffiti, while in the 1980s, 

Fast Times At Ridgemont High, The Breakfast 
Club, Ferris Bueller’s Day Off and Heathers 
struck a chord. 

Clueless, Beautiful Thing and American Pie 
epitomised the 1990s, and in the noughties, 

Bring It On, Mean Girls and Juno vied for 
supremacy. 

Now in this brave new decade - the twee¬ 
nies? - we have Easy A, a delicious tale of girl 
power inspired by Nathaniel Hawthorne’s 
19th century classic, The Scarlet Letter. 

From its droll opening voiceover - “The 
rumours of my promiscuity have been greatly 
exaggerated...” - Will Gluck’s film has us in the 
palm of its hand, rooting for an unconvention¬ 
al heroine who finds the silver lining in a 
huge, dark cloud system over a pivotal year at 
high school. 

Bert V Royal’s script glitters with tart one- 
liners (“He’s not the sharpest Christian in the 
Bible”) and introduces a feisty heroine that 
should promote Emma Stone from scene¬ 
stealing support to bona fide leading lady. 

Hard-working student Olive (Stone) tells a 
tiny white lie to best friend Rhiannon (Alyson 
Michalka) about losing her virginity to a mys¬ 
tery man and classmate Marianne (Amanda 
Bynes) overhears the confession. 

‘You’ve made your bed. I hope for your sake 
that you’ve cleaned the sheets,” sneers 
Marianne, promptly spreading the salacious 
news about Olive’s promiscuity. 

Initially distressed to be the talking point of 
the entire school, Olive embraces her new 
lowly reputation for the good of others. 

She manufactures a hook-up with classmate 
Brandon (Dan Byrd) to dispel whispers about

him being gay, claims to have bedded an over¬ 
weight boy who fears he will never get a girl¬ 
friend, and confesses to giving Marianne’s dim- 
witted boyfriend Micah (Cam Gigandet) a sex¬ 
ually transmitted disease in order to protect 
the real culprit: school counsellor Mrs Griffith 
(Lisa Kudrow), who is married to Olive’s 
favourite teacher (Thomas Haden Church). 

Events quickly spiral out of control and as 
friends turn against her, Olive finds a solitary 
ally in her old school crush, Woodchuck Todd. 

Easy A is a delight, anchored by Stone’s 


effervescent lead performance that has us gig¬ 
gling to the point of crying then choking back 
tears by the time the end credits roll. 

Supporting cast are equally good, including 
Bynes as the pious nemesis and Stanley Tucci 
and Patricia Clarkson as Olive’s hip parents 
Dill and Rosemary (ho ho!), who shower her 
with love and pithy words of wisdom. 

At a brisk 92 minutes, Gluck’s film certainly 
scores top marks for brevity. If anything, we 
would happily stay in detention with these 
characters for another 20 minutes.

THE stretch of brilliant 
white sand ahead seems 
endless, as our coach 
speeds along an unlikely 
public highway. 

Flanked by massive dunes and the 
crashing breakers of the Tasman 
Sea, the Ninety Mile Beach which 
stretches along the coast of New 
Zealand’s North Island is believed to 
be the world’s third longest uninter¬ 
rupted beach, and a sight of stagger¬ 
ing natural beauty. 

As we leave a trail of spray in our 
wake, inside our coach a group of 
happy and relaxed holidaymakers 
are looking eagerly out of the win¬ 
dows. 

After a couple of weeks travelling 
with Titan HiTours, a company who 
arrange everything from picking 
you up from home, to looking after 
your luggage, these travellers had 
long since relinquished any feelings 
of stress. 

Sacred to the Maoris, this coast¬ 
line has a rocky outcrop on Cape 
Reinga at its northern end marked 
by a lone gnarled pohutukowa tree. 
Legend says the spirits of the dead 
enter the sea here on their way to a 
spiritual homeland. 

We were on the final leg of our 23- 
day journey around New Zealand. 

Among many incredible sights is 
the Bay of Islands, a beautiful and 
historic part of the country, where in 
the late 18th century, a young naval 
lieutenant called James Cook first 
landed, and gave the inlet its name. 

On a summer’s evening there are 
few more enchanting places than 
the Bay: wooded slopes of more than 
150 islands stretch as far as the eye 
can see across the sparkling blue 
water. 

These days it’s hard to believe this 
was New Zealand’s 19th century 
capital - populated by whaling 


crews, escaped convicts, traders and 
rogues. Packed with brothels, grog 
shops and gambling dens, it was 
known as the ‘Hellhole of the 
Pacific’. 

Now quaint shops and tasteful 
restaurants are the order of the day. 

The Bay of Islands may be the jewel 
in the crown but the rest of the North 
Island is no less captivating. Much of 
the Lord of the Rings trilogy was 
filmed here and the starting point for 
anyone arriving by the three-hour 
ferry from the South Island is New 
Zealand’s capital of Wellington. 

From Wellington, we swung north 
over the Desert Road and beyond 
the peaks of Tongariro National 
Park - one of them, Mount 
Ngauruhoe, was Mount Doom in 
Lord of the Rings. 

We then reached the thermal won¬ 


derland at the centre of the island, 
Lake Taupo. Nearly 1,000 feet deep, 
it’s actually a volcanic crater and the 
earth’s crust between here and 
Rotorua to the north is so thin that 
steam and fumes are strong enough 
to drive the area’s own thermal 
power station. 

Of New Zealand’s four million pop¬ 
ulation, around a third live in and 
around vibrant Auckland, the City 
of Sails, whose iconic skyline domi¬ 
nates one of the world’s great har¬ 
bours. With 2,500 vessels, 
Westhaven marina is the biggest in 
the southern hemisphere. 

A 15-minute bus journey takes 
you to the weekend beach play¬ 
ground of Mission Bay, where the 
renowned Fish Pot Cafe boasts the 
finest fish and chips in the city for 
around £10. They’re probably right.

Two tanks for the price 
of one offer from Proton 


PROTON has suffered from an 
‘elderly’ and budget-conscious 
customer image since arriving 
here in the late 1980s. 

However, the Ecologic should boost its 
fortunes as motoring thrift comes back into 
fashion; it has tanks for petrol and liquefied 
petroleum gas (LPG) yet costs the same as a 
standard petrol Gen-2 five-door hatchback 
(from £9,995). 

The big deal here is that a gas conversion 
would normally cost £1,500-2,000, so you save 
that straight away and then buy the LPG fuel 
itself for about half the price of petrol. 

There are also now some 2,000 LPG filling 
points up and down the country and 40 across 
Kent, but let’s whisper in case it starts to 
attract a heavier tax. 

To be honest though, hitting LPG converts 
would be poor judgement by the Government 
when the drive is for leaner, meaner and 
greener motoring, because LPG emits 20 per 
cent less C02 than petrol and slightly less 
than diesel and without other toxic nasties 
that the diesel filter is supposed to pick up.

Burning LPG is also 50 per cent quieter 
than diesel and a by-product of crude oil 
output - UK PLC is awash with the stuff 
apparently. 

However, LPG is up to 15 per cent less fuel 
efficient and the GEN-2’s spare wheel has 
been sacrificed for a round LPG tank below 
the boot floor - there is a separate filler for this 
on the rear wing next to the petrol inlet. 

Like all cars running on LPG though, the 
Ecologic is quieter and more refined in this 
mode. This is a bit of a bonus since cabin and 
road noise in the Gen-2 - available as hatchback 
or saloon - feels more old generation than its 
sleek looks suggest. 

Proton has relied heavily on tried and tested 
Mitsubishi technology, but acquired Lotus and 
much-needed chassis nous in 1996. 

This is the Gen-2’s best side; it handles and 
rides well and equipment is also generous, but 
interior design and rather low seating feel off 
the pace against modem rivals. 

This makes the Ecologic the definite best 
buy of the range - a bit of a no-brainer - as 
well as a genuinely green alternative to 
premium-price modern eco-friendly diesels 
and petrol-electric hybrids.

House is just a home- 
no longer an investment 

THE UK housing minister has said it is 
time to regard homes primarily as “a 
place to live and bring up a family” 
rather than a financial investment. 

Conservative Grant Shapps said that 
the era of viewing property as a potential 
source of revenue - particularly as a 
means of topping up the buyer’s pension 
- had to come to an end if an entire gen¬ 
eration of potential first-time buyers 
were not to be priced out of the market. 

He said people should accept a period 
of house price stability after a decade 
that has seen rocketing house price 
inflation followed by the current crash. 

In a speech to the Housing Market 
Intelligence conference in London, Mr 
Shapps said: “With a house now liable to 
cost perhaps seven times someone’s 
earnings, it is no surprise the average 
unsupported first-time buyer is now 37 
years old. 

“This country is in danger of letting 
down the aspirations of a generation if 
homes do not become more affordable in 
the long term. So what is required now is 
a period of house price stability. 

“A home should first and foremost be 
thought of as a place to live and bring up 
a family.” 

Law now 'bureaucratic 
nightmare' for landlords 

THE Residential Landlords’ Association 
(RLA) claims that legislation which 
came into force at the beginning of 
October will result in “bureaucratic 
nightmares” for landlords. 

Earlier this year the coalition 
Government reviewed plans to require 
private-sector landlords to apply for 
planning permission to allow a property 
to be shared by three or more unrelated 
people. 

Instead, it gave local authorities the 
power to insist on planning permission 
for Houses in Multiple Occupation 
(HMO) in areas where shared housing is 
considered to be causing problems. 

The RLA argues that this is “the thin 
end of social engineering”. 

Members pointed out that planning 
law is meant to control building use 
and not the relationships between peo¬ 
ple living in them. 

The association’s chairman, Alan Ward, 
said if a shared house or flat is currently 
rented to a single person or a family a 
landlord can loses the future right to rent 
it again as an HMO, without first obtain¬ 
ing this new planning permission.

Prices are set for a fall as 
houses outnumber buyers 


IT IS still a buyer’s market, accord¬ 
ing to the latest trend analysis of 
supply and demand for homes. 

A high level of properties on the market 
continue to outnumber buyer demand and this 
will impact negatively on house prices, accord¬ 
ing to the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (Rics). 

This echoes many reports which all suggest 
house prices could be heading for a double dip 
after a summer which saw partial recovery. 

Figures also continue to vary across the UK 
wth the south east among the most robust 
areas when it comes to increasing values. 

House prices slumped by around one-fifth 
between autumn 2007 and early 2009, before 
recouping around half their losses over the 
last year. 

However, there has been a drop in demand

with mortgage approvals and consumer confi¬ 
dence both waning. 

Recently the Halifax revealed UK house 
prices fell by a record 3.6 per cent in 
September compared with August. According 
to the Halifax the monthly decline was the 
biggest since records began in 1983. 

Returning to the Rics it said 44 per cent of its 
surveyors saw prices fall in the past three 
months while just six per cent reported a rise. 

The Rics survey also established that 
surveyors were expecting further losses with 
the price expectations balance falling to minus 
38 from minus 41, the fourth straight decline. 

Many of its members say first-time buyers 
continue to be locked out of the market, prima¬ 
rily due to a lack of mortgage availability. 


Without a hefty deposit, this group continue 
to struggle to get onto the property ladder. 

The figures came out at the same time as 
Government experts examined the summer 
property market 

Official data from the Department for 
Communities and Local Government (DCLG) 
revealed UK house prices crept up by 0.7 per 
cent compared with July, with the average UK 
home costing £213,116. 

On an annual basis, house prices were up 
8.3 per cent, slightly down from the 8.4 per 
cent in July. 

Despite the monthly rise, growth has slowed 
since April, the DCLG noted. 

Commenting on the data, Howard Archer, 
chief economist at the IHS Global Insight, said 
he expects values to gradually ease between 
now and the end of the year, and house prices 
will lose around 10 per cent in 2011. 


Drop in sales shows Right to Buy initiative on the way out 


SALES of properties under the 
Government’s Right to Buy 
Scheme have dropped to a record 
low, the latest research from 
HSBC has revealed after an 
analysis of the market. 

The scheme, which helps social 
housing tenants in England and 


Wales to purchase their home at a 
discount, was introduced by 
Margaret Thatcher’s Conservative 
government in 1980. 

However, 30 years after the 
launch of the initiative, HSBC’s 
figures show that just 4,622 Right 
to Buy sales occurred in the 


2009/10 tax year, compared with 
193,600 in 1982/83. 

“The scheme has been facing 
scrutiny lately with the current 
shortage of council housing stock, 
but it now looks to have run its 
course,” said Andy Mielczarek, 
head of retail products at HSBC. 


“However, no-one can deny the 
major impact it has had on home- 
ownership in Great Britain.” 

Right to Buy has been most pop¬ 
ular in Scotland, the mortgage 
lender’s figures show, with around 
441,000 houses sold under the 
initiative since it was introduced.

THE stay at the top of the table proved

Denly on Aussie sabbatical 
to rediscover his technique

KENT opening batsman Joe Denly 
says he will make no excuses for a 
season in which he failed to live up 
to his previous high standards. 

Speaking honestly and frankly about what 
was by his own admission a very disappointing 
summer in a Kent shirt, the 24-year-old said 
there were technical issues with his game that 
he needs to work on, which he plans to do in a 
stint with Sydney Cricket Club in Australia 
this winter. 

The popular Kent right-hander scored just 
610 runs at an average of 21.03 in Division One 
of the LV= County Championship this year, 
way below the 1,000-run target he set himself 
at the start of the summer. 

For a player that prides himself on his per¬ 
formance, it was a tough season to digest, 
particularly as he set out with the plan of regain¬ 
ing his place in the England one-day side hav¬ 
ing been dropped at the beginning of the year. 

Focus 

“Overall I was pretty disappointed with the 
whole summer, especially with my four-day 
stuff,” he conceded. 

“Setting out at the beginning, to pass 1,000 
runs is always a big aim of mine. 

“After losing my place in the England side 
that was obviously very disappointing and I felt 
I needed to go into the first-class season with a 
point to prove and I failed to do that to be honest. 

“By getting dropped it made me even more 
desperate to prove all those people wrong and 
to get back in that side and I think that might 
have taken my focus off what I needed to do to 
get back there. All my focus was on playing for 
England and not the task ahead, which was the 
season with Kent.” 

Denly even found himself doubting whether 
he could get out of a poor run of form with the 
bat and says that the county schedule, which 
was no doubt difficult to deal with, didn’t help 
his situation. 

“You certainly can start questioning yourself 
when you are in a lean run of form, doubts start 
creeping into your mind - not so much ‘am I 
good enough’ - but rather how am I going to get 
out of this slump in form,” he said. 

“When it’s happening game after game you do 
start having those doubts, but the key is trying 
to remain positive and try and look forward to 
the next chance you get. 

“The one thing I got out of the season was that 
I wasn’t looking forward to my next time at the 
crease or my next game, I was just thinking ‘I 


need a break’ - but that was probably the wrong 
attitude to have. I’m not making excuses, there 
are a couple of technical issues that I need to sort 
out and I will be working hard on doing that.” 

• KENT head coach Paul Farbrace says all- 
rounder Matt Coles will be offered a new deal 
to stay at the club. 

The 20-year-old said the uncertainty about 
his contract was “playing on his mind” and this 
week Farbrace has moved to assure Coles and 


the club’s members that the young all-rounder 
is very much part of his plans. 

‘We are very keen to keep Matthew at the 
club,” he said. 

We did have a discussion with him before he 
went to Australia and I went on holiday, and we 
have impressed on him to stay and we see his 
long-term future here. We will certainly be get¬ 
ting something in writing off to him shortly - 
there is no doubt that we want him to stay.”

DROP? St Lawrence face demotion into Kent League Division One after failing to renew their Clubmark status 

Saints facing drop for 
failing to update status 


CRICKET 


ST LAWRENCE & Highland Court’s first 
XI look set to be demoted into Division One 
of the Kent Cricket League (KCL) next 
summer after failing to renew their 
Clubmark status. 

Rules set out by the England and Wales 
Cricket Board (ECB) which came into force 
earlier this month, state clubs in the top 
flight of accredited leagues must be part of 
Clubmark. The scheme recognises clubs 
which provide a good standard of coaching for 
children and have a strong community focus. 

St Lawrence did attain Clubmark status, 
but it expired earlier this year and has not 
been renewed. Under the old ECB terms it 
would have just meant the club missed out 
on annual funding grant from the govern¬ 
ing body worth up to £1,100. 


But under the new system, clubs without 
the award are ineligible and if they remain 
in the top flight the rest of the league 
would lose its ECB accreditation and lose 
the funding. 

The issue was announced at a meeting of 
the KCL’s clubs earlier this month. While it 
has yet to be confirmed by the ECB, it 
appears certain the first XI, which finished 
third in the Premier Division last summer, 
will be playing in Division One in 2011.
